Forbidden fruit geuerally proves the 
sweetest. Sensational reading matter 
is often a substitute for drink in sen- 
sual natures, and of two evils, the former 
ia the least. While intemperanee deal- 
ens the mental faculties to all intellec- 
tual effort or spiritual activity, sensa- 
tional reading matter keeps them alive 


a

ple. That Spiritualism was working a 
great injury in the land. That there is 
mot a particle of truth in its doctrines or 
whe powers claimed for spiritual me- 
diumsbip. Iam informed that the ques- 
tion was put, “What shall be doue to 
stay this tide of Spiritualism which is 
eweeping over our land? Will it be nec- 
essary for us to club them oa the head 
and knock it out of them?” 

I understand that the good pastor 
claimed he had personally made no ia- 
vestigations of the subject, and from hbis 
zemarks he had evidently read little re- 
garding its philosophy. Now, my good 
brother, if the charges made are true 
something should be done at once. Re- 
garding the administration of physical 
punishment, there is no doabt ample 
precedent for severe measures, even 
more severe than you suggest, for in 
the early centuries of the Christian era 
the rack, thumbscrew, and the gibbet 
were applied freely to all dissenters to 
established Church doctrines, and thous- 


great body of laborers as arbitrarily aud 
absolutely as the old slave lords used to 
control and dictate tothe black chatels 
they were obliged to care for when old— 
a redecming feature in marked contrast 
to the inhumanity of our present indus- 
trial despotism, which may, any time, 
under the influence of caprice or spite, 
discharge, blacklist and persecute a faith- 
ful workman till he becomes an outcast 
and tramp for the want of a “job.” 

The proscriptive policy adopted overa 
year ago by the New York Central Rail- 
road against the Knights of Labor, and 
through which hundreds if not thous- 
ands of the best and most intelligent 
employees were discharged, is the policy 
pursued by all other great corporations 
as far as they can do so with safety to 
self-interest. That this form of slavery 
is inevitable under the present system 
Mr. Richmond unconsciously admits 
when, investing capital with mind and 
will, be says: “Without capital labor 
would be idle. Capital wishes tq@ju- 
crease and multiply; labor desires em- 


ual spirit gravitates to such sphere and 
into such society as he or she is fitted to 
associate with. 

That instead of only two conditions in 
the hereafter, a heaven and a hell, there 
are as many gradations of character and 
happiuess there as in earth life. That 
eternal progress is the law there as well 
as here, and that progress applies to 
both intellectual and woral growth. 
That family ties are never permanently 
broken, and that at some time in the 
great future, ia accordance with God's 
wise and beneficent laws, our less for- 
tunate brother and sister will be made to 
see the error of their ways and be drawn 
toward the spheres of light, where peni- 
tent prodigals are ever welcomed by 
loving angelic spirits who had been per- 
mitted to enjoy the spheres above them. 
Itis claimed that their doctrines are in 
perfect harmony with the teachings and 
examples of Jesus of Nazareth. That is 
studying the Bible wherever the teach- 
ings of Jesus and the writings of St. 
Paul do not harmonize; they follow the 
former rather than the latter, while our 


ands upon thousands of men and women 
were burned at the stake as heretics 
for no grester crimes than you charge 
against Spiritualists. And thus in those | 
early days harmony and Church unity 
was preserved. Later on one Bruno 
announced that the world was round in- 
stead of flat, coutrary to the established 
€burch belief as tben held, and this 
otherwise good man paid the ugual pen- 
alty for heresy with his life at the stake. 
Martin Lüther was another heretic, but 
“by some means he escaped the usual 
punishment, which occurrence resulted 
în a death-blow to Church unity, and 
thenceforth Catholics and Protestants 
contended for supremacy. Michael Ser- 
wetus ventured to foilow the example of 
Luther and expressed unorthodox ideas, 
but he was executed therefor at Calvin's 
command and thus another danger of 
<harch rupture was dispelled for a time. 
Later on certain persons appeared to 
be acted upon by some spirit powers 
and the cry of witchcraft was heralded 
fiom the hilltops. Now it is claimed by 
some that witchcraft and Spiritualism 
are vear relatives, and if this-be true, and 
if there is no truth in the claims of Spir- 
itnalism, then witchcraft must have been 
founded wholly upon imagination. But 
he that as it may, it was supposed to in- 
terfere with the Church doctrines, and 


orthodox friends lean toward Paul. St. 
Paul, being a Jew by birth, and a former 
persecutor of Christians, was well versed 
in Jewish lore, has so permeated 
his writings with his former education, 
and so tinted them with his former ma- 
terialistic tendencies, that Spiritualists 
prefer the pure unadulterated doctrines 
of love aud good will to all humanity as 
taught by the humble Nazarene rather 
than accept orthodox Pauline theology. 
When questioned as to what evidences 
they have to substantiate the truth of 
their doctrines, I am referred to revela- 
tions or communications which the In- 
finite in His wisdom has provided means 
to have handed down through the higher 
intelligences in spirit life, and through 
mortals on earth whose spiritual and 
physical natures are properly attained 
to receive these heavenly messages. 
Such mortals have been called seers, 
prophets, and mediums in. the various 
stages of the world’s history.
